Marathon 


On  November  30,  2012  a  group  of  25  STS  runners 
accompanied  by  three  faculty  members  traveled  to 
Sacramento,  California  to  participate  in  the  22nd 
running  of  the  California  International  Marathon  Relay. 
One  of  the  objectives  of  the  race  is  to  expose  runners 
to  a  larger  scale  event  and  road  race  so  that  they  may 
be  inspired  to  continue  a  healthy  and  active  lifestyle. 
The  relay  is  held  at  the  same  time  and  on  the  same 
course  as  the  full  marathon.

Cross  Country  Running  2012 

Middle  School  Senior  School 


Our  competitive  season  began  with  the  STS 
School  meet  in  which  all  of  our  Middle  School 
students  were  expected  to  strive  for  a  personal 
best  on  their  designated  course.  The  next  meet 
saw  the  top  fifteen  runners  in  each  age  category 
race  against  competitors  from  the  Foothills 
Division.  As  we  host  this  second  meet,  it  was 
another  chance  for  our  students  to  excel  on  the 
course  they  are  familiar  with.  The  third  and  final 
meet  of  the  season  was  the  South  Central  Zone 
Competition  held  in  Canmore  on  October  3, 
2012. 

Forty-four  runners  in  Grades  7-9  did  a  great  job 
in  representing  our  school.  They  were  excellent 
in  supporting  their  teammates  and  often 
supported  those  that  were  outside  of  their 
running  category.  The  day  began  with  a  snow 
covered  course  which  was  quickly  packed  out 
and  melted  with  the  walk-through.  By  the  time 
the  Grade  8s  were  running,  the  mud  was  flying. 
The  sun  peaked  out  a  couple  times,  but  it 
remained  a  cool  and  comfortable  running 
temperature.  It  is  always  inspirational  to  see 
our  students  make  their  very  best  efforts  in  such 
a  rigorous  sport. 


It  was  another  fantastic  day  for  our  cross-country 
runners  Senior  High  as  we  went  to  Canmore  to 
defend  our  South  Central  Zones  2A  title.  The 
snow,  cool  temperatures,  and  challenging  course 
did  little  to  deter  our  athletes  and  our  team  had 
many  fine  performances.  Out  of  our  49  registered 
runners,  we  had  23  qualify  for  the  provincial  meet 
by  finishing  in  the  top  18  in  their  race. 

In  the  lead  up  to  the  provincial  cross-country  meet 
to  be  hosted  in  Red  Deer  on  Saturday,  October 
20th,  we  were  anticipating  a  tight  competition  with 
our  rivals  from  Sundre.  Having  run  against  them 
at  the  South  Central  Zone  meet  in  Canmore,  we 
knew  that  some  of  our  runners  were  closely 
matched.  We  had  21  runners  registered  versus 
their  15  so  the  small  cushion  offered  some 
comfort,  knowing  that  every  runner  would  score 
points  toward  the  total.  In  the  end,  we  did  come 
out  victorious  and  we're  able  to  defend  our 
Provincial  Title  for  a  3-peat.  Watching  the  athletes 
put  everything  they  have  out  there  for  the  entirety 
of  their  race,  to  push  themselves  to  the  brink  is 
truly  inspiring.
